i In 1953, Iran was. the scene of 
a CIA- engineered coup that 
rein stal lied the Shah. In 1957, 
s'uApI-^ began, training 
- SaVAK,. the Iranian secret 
police. From 1953-1979, 15,000 
. people were killed by the Shah’s 
, secret police and many- more 
people were maimed and 
tortured while under SAVAK’s 
-interrogation. 

T’taK ' — domestic. -front, the 
CHA had a near-monopoly on -* 
the supply of LSD in America 
from 1953-1963. During this 
decade the CIA set up a 
mindcontrol progra'm 
(MKULTRA) w g hich 
experimented on its own agents 
and “the borderline 
undenvorld” s which included^ 
prostitutes,' drug addicts. 

Untold damage was done to 

themanypeopleinvolvedinthis • 

experiment. The most notable 
case was the death of an Army 
man named Frank Olson in 


1953, ‘ - v . ' 

The revelation of these 
activities began a move in the 
mid- 1970’s to enact strict 
democratic controls on the 
operations of the CIA and the 
FBI. Today, the Carter 
Administration, .Congress ' and 
the ■ press are ? pushing to 
revitalize the CIA mid the FBI 
by exempting both groups from 
government checks on their 
activities. If the legislation now 
pending in Congress is enacted, 
the CIA and the FBI will have 
: broader powers and will be 
under less supervision that in 
thepast.
